Striking evidence of our high credit standing was given 
within the lust few mouths when Canada secured im- 
mediate over-subscription of a long-term loan in London 
at a price to hee the investor less than 344% and, in 
New York, obtained a one-year Loan of $50,000,000 
bearing interest at 2 per cent. And there is equally 
striking evidence at the present moment in the fact that 
every internal issue of Dominion of Canada Bonds now 
outstanding is selling today at substantially above its 
issue price. ‘The twelve-year 4% Bonds of the 1933

Sunday Last at Hussar After an 
Estimable Career in the West - 


_ The funeral of Hmery LeGrandeur, 
one of .the most famous stampede 
contestants ever produced by West- 
ern Catiada, was ‘held last Sunday at 
Hussar, He passed away on Tues- 
day, Sept, 18th {n the Bassano Hos- 
pital after a brief illness. He had 
heen a respected resident of Hussar 
for some years and was postmaster 
there. On Tuesday, Sept. 12 he suf- 
fered a paralytic stroke, in which 
condition his wife found him that 
morning, and from the effects of 
which he never recovered. 

A World's Champion 

Emery LeGrandeur's main claim to 
fame was his winning of the world's 
championship for bronk riding at the 
New York stampede held in 1914. For 
seven years he was ranked as the 
top bronk rider of the world. He won 
events at Winnipeg, Medicine Hat, 
Gleichen, Saskatoon, Calgary and 
other points. Not only was he a won- 
derful bronk rider, but also an all- 
round cowboy. ~~ 

Rorn at Walla Walla, Washington, 
in 1881, deceased came to Alberta at 
an early age with his parents and 
was brought up in the Pincher Creek 
country, one of the earliest ranching 
districts in this province. Reaching 
maturity, he gained the reputation of 
being a skilled ranchman and manag- 
ed several big outfits as well as ranch- 
ing on his own accounts. He spent 
some time in the Maple Creek dis- 
trict, where he met and married his 
bride, the neice of a prominent ranch 
owner there, : 

Judge at Calgary Stampede 

The late Emery LeGrandeur has 
been up and down the ranch trails of 
the provinces of Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan for many years. He knew 
all the prominent ranch men and 
ranch workers and was respected on 
every side. He was a friend of the 
late Charlie Russell, cowboy artist, 
“Hoot” Gibson, and many other fam- 


{ous rangemen. For years he was a 


judge at the Calgary Stampede, the 
largest show of its kind in the world. 

Surviving members of the familly 
include the widow, one son Gordon, 
of Rocky Mountain House, and three 
daughters, Nettie, attending school in 
Calgary, and Margaret and Dorothy, 
at home; also his mother, one sister, 
Mrs. Cridland, and two brothers, Ed- 
ward and Pete, all of Pincher Creek, 
and Albert, of Rocky Mountain House. 

The funeral wag held under Mason- 
ic auspices at Hussar last Sunday. 
Rev. H. E. Gordon, of Langdon, offi- 
ciated, and Hussar Masonic Lodge at- 
tended in a body to pay respects to a 
departed brother. Many friends from 
far and near were at the funeral to 
bid a long farewell to one that had 
lived an estimable life.

‘Right now beef cattle are very low in price.

TIE WITH OLD WEST SEVERED 

One of the ties with “the old west” was severed when Emery 
LeGrandeur, of Hussar, passed away. In his heyday he was 
one of the real old rugged type of range riders who participat- 
ed in stampede events for the fun of it. Today only too many 
of the contestants get their training in stampedes and not on 
the ranges. 

Emery LeGrandeur won the world’s championship in riding 
bucking horses at a stampede held in New York ,when these 
events were just springing into popularity. Now “stampedes” 
are commonplace. 

Only too many of the oldtime cowboys-have drifted across 
the line into the “mysterious borne."”. The days of the open 
range are pretty well gone and the stout youths who rode so 
skilfully and strenuously are departing, too. 

The death of Emery LeGrandeur severs a tie with the ro- 
mantic and happy days of pioneer Alberta. 


A DREADFUL TOLL 


Just so long as peoplé are pedestrians they are usually con- 
siderate and polite to others. But put an individual in a motor 
car and some mysterious change takes place. 

With face set and frowning and hands rigidly clutching the 
steering wheel the car driver more often than not tears up and 
down the roads without the slightest consideration of others, 

Too fast a pace, hugging the crown of the road, glaring lights 
on drivers from the opposite direction—these are a few of the 
discourteous actions which are quite commonplace. 

No one would dream of being so boorish while walking a- 
long a sidewalk; it is only in the seat of a car that al) consid- 
eration for the other fellow leaves. 

The result is hundreds of thousands of accidents and about 
forty-thousand people killed in North America yearly. What 
a dreadful toll to the egotism of mankind! 

For it is only egotism that makes an individual tear down a 
thoroughfare at a break-neck speed, regardless of the danger 
to others. 


MONEY WILL BE SHORTER 
Canadian paper money will be smaller in size before very 
long. The Bank of Canada bills will be six inches long and 
two and seven-eighths inches wide. The commercial banks 
will fall in line and issue smaller bills, too. 


So the new Canadian bills will be about the same size of the} 


United States paper money. It will be neater and handier. 
But it will be just as hard to get and keep. 

It won't be long now before Bank of Canada bills are cir- 
culating throughout Canada. Within ten years seventy-five 
per cent of Canadian money will be the issue of this bank. By 
that time the commercial banks’ money issues will be down to 
twenty-five per cent. 

It would be quite nice if the new bank money was scattered 
around a little more freely. Money has been « very valuable 
thing this last five years. The trend of many governments 
now seems to take a portion of the value out of money and 
restore it to other things which have been selling too cheaply. 

Now that the Bank of Canada bills are to be smaller they 
should be made more plentifully. 


RISE IN HORSE PRICES? 


A sharp rise in horse prices is looked for by Professor BE. C. 
Hope, of the University of Saskatchewan. He thinks this will 
develop just as soon as farmers get a little better off financially. 

The more extensive use of tractors had not such a great 
bearing on the decline in the price of horses as people think, 
the professor avers. The tractors, of course, restricted the 
number of horses required, but prices for these animals go in 
cycles much the same as prices of other livestock. 

The last period of relatively high prices for horses was from 
1910 to 1915. The recent period of low prices was longer 
than usual because the country was becoming adjusted t6 
permanently smaller number of horses. 

Good work horses are again becoming scarce and it will be 
some years before breeders can keep up with the demand. 
The return of tractors to more general use for field work will 
not change this situation. 

Immediately a little more money flows into the hands of 
farmers a sharp rise may be expected in the price of horses. 
If the general commodity price level should continue to rise, 
horse prices will rise faster.
